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Jurisdiction of the res is generally obtained by a fairly effected seizure or attachment of 
the property under legal process, with constructive service of process on the persons whose 
rights therein are affected. 


In rem or quasi in rem jurisdiction is predicated on the presence of the res within the territorial 
jurisdiction of the court! and is obtained bya seizure,” attachment,” or garnishment.“ The process is 
limited to property within the court's territorial jurisdiction, in the absence of personal jurisdiction.’ 
In addition, if the property is the only basis of the court's jurisdiction, it must have a relationship 


to the cause of action in order to be attached and provide the court with a basis for quasi in rem 


jurisdiction.° 


While notice to the property owner not jurisdictional for purposes of the res, the owner is given 
reasonable and fair notice of the action against the described property and an opportunity to be 
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heard.’ With respect to the persons whose rights in the property are to be affected, in rem or quasi 


in rem jurisdiction may be obtained by constructive service of process.® 
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
